_Mrs. Catherine Derry, oldest 
native Menlo Park resident, pass- 
ed away at her home on Monday 
morning, further narrowing the 
ranks of long-time citizens here. 

She was 84 at the time of pass- 
ing. 

Mrs. Derry was the daughter of 
John and Catherine Maloney and 
was born in the ranch house of 
the original Menlo Park ranch 
founded by two Irishmen, Dennis 
J. Oliver and D. C. McGlynn who 
modelled it after farms in Ire- 
land. 


John Maloney was one of five 
brothers who had come from Erin, 
three of whom settled in Menlo 
Park as farmers in 1863. Besides 
John, there were Patrick J. and 
Cornelius, who settled here; Mich- 
ael, who made his home in San 
Pablo, and Richard, a special po- 
liceeman on the San Francisco 
force. 

He was the first officer serving 
the newly formed Richmond dis- 
trict in his day. 

Mrs. Derry was the sister of. 
Mrs. Mary Anne Cox, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Carroll, Mrs. Ellen Car- 
roll and John Thomas and Cor- 
nelius Maloney, all passed away 
before her. Her sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Cornelius (Frances) Ma- 
loney, is City Treasurer of Men- 
lo Park. 


Mrs. Derry was the wife of the 
late Frank M. Derry who ran a 
drayage business in the early days 
of the town. The Derry sons con- 
tinue in business here with a feed 
and fuel business on Oak Grove 
avenue. 

Following in her uncle Rich- 
ard’s footsteps, Mrs. Derry was 
for four years on the police force 
of the newly incorporated city of 
Menlo Park—the town’s first po- 
licewoman.

together a group of women to 
found the Native Daughters of the

End Long Studies: 


School District Citizens Group Readies 
Recommendations for Forwarding to Board 


Menlo Park School District Cit-| 


izens Council Mgnday night for- 
mally adopted its recommendation 
to the school district’s board of 
trustees, calling for the erection 
of 14 school rooms on 
sites. 

They named Dr. John Merry 
man, chairman of the committee. 
to present the recommend 
to the school board next weck. 

And though designating what 
the citizens’ committee considers 
to be the minimum additions ne 
cessary to keep the district fune- 
tioning without double sessions 
and the “most saleable” program 
which can be put before the vot- 
ers, the recommendations set no 
actual amount for any future bond 
issue. 

Studies appended to the coun 
cil’s recommendations, however, 
indicate the district may be able 
to bond itself to about $400,000, 

More than 70 persons were 
present to discuss the proposed 
recommendations, which were 
passed without controversy and 
“With” only" a7 few Changes Sig: 
gested. 

Actually, Merryman said, only 
the first eight pages of the 60-odd 
page report are to be considered 
the citizens’ group’s official re- 
commendations. 

In answer to questions from the 
floor, he designated the remain- 
der of the report as “an appendix 
designed to support our views.” 

Neither studies and interpreta 
tions pointing to the “minimum” 
addition of ther 14 classrooms, or 
an enrollment study which indi- 
cates the need will be greater, 
was adopted as “official” by the 
council, he said.

Opening the meeting, Merryman 
observed that the report is divided 
into three sections: Those calling 
for continued use. of special pur- 
pose rooms and rental of outside 
facilities for the 1955-56 school 
year; the adoption of the afore- 
mentioned building program and 
the basic studies which led to the 
recommendation.

According to the study panel, 
the school district should use the 
$402,000 for construction of 14 
classrooms on existing sites; Cen- 
tral school property should be held 
in reserve in case future building 
needs require it. 

“The present tax base of the 

district is $27,484,375 ... the 
‘statutory bond limit for a dis- 
trict of this type is 5 per cent 
0 fthe assessed valuation. On 
this basis the bond limit of the 
district is about $1,375,000. The 
unused bonding capacity of the 
district is estimated at $378,000 
as of Jan. 1, 1955 and $402,000 
as of April 1, 1955 . . . presum- 
ably due to the payment of 
some bonds. 

“A state program for financial 
aid for construction of facilities 
by ‘impoverished’ districts exists 

. It appears, however, that this 

district is not eligible for such aid 
and it is the opinion of this com- 
mittee . . . it would not be desir- 
able even if availabie.” 

To support this the committee 
points out that the district would 
have a low priority, after bonding 
itself to within five per cent of its 
limited capacity; state control ov- 
er the building program would be 
one undesirable result. 

The sites and costs panel recog- 
nizes, however, the vast spread be- 
tween predicted enrollments. as 
found in the reports of the “pre- 
dicted enrollments” subcommit- 
tee and the report of Harold F. 
Wise and associates. 

FUTURE BUILDING 

This may make future building 
necessary, beyond the minimums 
suggested, they concede. 

Construction of 14 classrooms at 
time, and at once, also pro- 
vides a “margin for error” in case 
parochial schools in the area are 
slower to be constructed than an- 
ticipated. 

There are about 10 possible 
school sites in the district, all hav- 
ing some defect or being very ex- 
pensive, the panel reports. 

Until as. if and when the 
Stanford Village site is availa- 
ble for purchase by the district, 
the Central school site is about 
as gcod as any available; if 
classrcoms were to be built fac- 
ing Glenwood avenue and an 
underpass were to be put in un- 
der the SP tracks, the commit- 
tee theorizes, it would be made 
much safer.

14 New Rooms on Present School Sites Can 


Eliminate Crowding, 


Minimum requirements of the! 
Menlo Park Elementary District’s 
rapidly growing pupil population 
are such as require immediate 
construction of 14 rooms on pres- 
ent school sites, the purchase of 
an additional site for future ex- 
pansion if necessary and the re- 
tention of Central school prop- 
erty. 

This is reported by the “enroil- 
ment trends’ subcommittee of the 
Menlo Park School District citi- 
zens council. 

The findings, closely parallel- 
ing those submitted last week by 
the Menlo Park Chamber of Com- 
merce, are accompanied by a sec- 
ond report, summarized elsewhere 
on this page, which states the 
ultimate number of additional 
classrooms needed in the district 
may be 24 by 1960. 

Both reports how lower totals 
than those anticipated in the re- 
port previously authored by Plan- 
ning Consultant H. F. Wise. 

Differences between the two 
documents ‘ prepared by the 
study reflect differences in in- 
terpretation of what pepulation 
trend figures mean, rather than 
differences in basic data, ac- 
cording the authors. 

Major areas of difference be- 
tween the two reports were on 
such questions as: 

“To what extent will existing 
single-dwelling units be converted 
to multiple dwelling units?” 

“What will be the actual effect 
of parochial school development?” 

“What will be the student-to- 
dwelling ratio in the future ” 

“Will Stanford Village be aban- 
doned? When?” 

“If these questions are answer- 
ed one way, district enrollment 
may go as high as predicted in 
the Wise report,’ the document 
concedes. “If interpreted another | 
way ultimate enrollment may be 
as low as predicted in enrollment 
trends study 1. 

CERTAIN 

“In the light of this uncertain- 
ty it seems desirable to do two 
things, meet the school needs we 
know will‘éxist in the next few 
years and take measures to pro- 
tect the district against possible 
additional expansion.” 

The need for 14 classrooms 
which can be built on existing 
sites is known to exist, the re-! 
port continues. 

Actual purchase of a reserve 
school site should definitely be 
authorized, the committee con- 
tinues, not only because it may 
be needed, but also because 
land is a good investment in 
Menlo Park and can eventually 
be sole at a profit if not needed. 

According to the summary of 
enrollment trends study 1: 

“1. The district at the present 
time has 4639 dwellings and 594 
unimproved lots, allowing for the 
construction of 783 additional 
dwellings within the district, if 
maximum zoning is utilized. It is 
therefore predicted that in 1956 

there will be 5300 dwellings, an 
increase of 14 per cent. 

“2. As of Oct. 31, 1954 there 
were 2235 pupils in the district. 


This report predicts a student 
enrollment of 2650 in 1965, an 
increase of 18.5 per cent. 


“3. Increase in parochial school 
capacity by 1960, will be sufficient 
for 320 students: 14 per cent of 
present school count. 

“4. Present school facilities

It may in fact be Jimmy’s ball, but she'll very 
likely scold him for his bad manners anyhow. It may be Johnny’s, 
and he'll have whatever pleasure he gets out of having it back as 
well as seeing his rival receive his “just desserts.” 

The situation in the case of the 10 contested acres in 
Stanford Village is a lot like that except to date “Mommy,” 
in the form of a court of law, hasn't had her say yet. 

The U.S,

Your City’s Business 
Center 
Planning 


Needed 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


At our informal meeting Tues- 
day, Feb. 1, the city council dis- 
cussed the ultimate layout of our 
civic center. This was occasioned 
as a result of our Library board 
proposing that interested contrac- 
tors submit propositions for the 
construction of a library on a 
lease-purshase basis. If such pro- 
posals would result in construc- 
tion of a library building at not 
too much more than what we are 
now paying in rent, such a step 
would be economical. 

At our discussion meeting, we 
all recognized that if construc- 
tion of a library building be- 
comes an imminent matter, we 
must make haste in planning the 
ultimate lay-out of our civic 
center. The library building 
would be a part thereof, and ob- 
viously its location and archi- 
tecture would have to be deter. 
mined with the other buildings 
in mind. 

The ultimate civic center would 
be located presumably on Rav- 
enswood avenue in Burgess park. 
The first building would probably 
be the library building, followed, 
we hope, by a community center 
building. 

At some future date it may be- 
come desirable to build a larger 
city hall, council chambers and 
police department of more attrac- 
tive design than our present quar- 
ters. 

I do not visualize these latter 
buildings in the next six to 10 
years, but they should be planned 
at the same time as the first two 
projects in order that the whole 
will comprise a coordinated and 
integrated group when completed. 

In addition to a uniform arch- 
itecture and location on a plot 
plan, one other item must be de- 
termined before we may pro- 
ceed on the first civic center 
building with confidence. That 
item is the location of our 
streets and highways in this vi- 
cinity. 

At present our master plan calls 
for an extension of Willow road 
to Cambridge under the railroad 
tracks. We have the possibility of 
an extension of Ringwood through 
Stanford Village to Ravenswood, 
possibly cutting through our civic 
center. Thirdly, there is the pos- 
sibility of an ultimate underpass 
at Ravenswood avenue. These var- 
ious possibilities must be settled 


before we can design the civic 
center. 
Besides the city council, this 


program must receive the collab- 
oration of the planning commis- 
sion, the library board, the recre- 
ation commission, the traffic safe- 
ty commission, and numerous Civ- 
ic groups.

DEFENDS BONDS ISSUE 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Harold Webb, president of the Income Pro- 
perty Association of San Carlos, recently wrote 
a letter to the newspapers in which he referred 
to the high school bond proposal to be voted 
upon March 1, 1955, as a “pig in the poke.” 

We would like to clarify the misinformation 
and misunderstanding which obviously exists 
when the following questions are raised: 

“1, How many times does this issue have to 
be beaten before it is buried?” 

“2. Why should not the school board be com- 
pelled to give to the voters an architectural de- 
sign with a contractor’s guaranteed bid on con- 
templating building?” 

The answers to the above questions are quite 
straightforward: 

1. The defeated high school bond proposal 
of February, 1954, was entirely different from 
that proposed and voted upon December 7, 1954. 
The first proposal was initiated by the Board of 
Trustees and was for a $3,200,000 bond issue 
to (a) construct one 1500 capacity school at Al- 
ameda de las Pulgas and Woodside road, (b) 
construct a $60,000 district administration build- 
ing, and (c) acquire an additional high school 
site. This proposal, which would have met the 
needs of the district for only two years, was 
soundly defeated by a 2000 no vote majority. 

On Dec. 7, 1954, a second proposal received a 
661% per cent YES vote majority—missing pas- 
sage by 11 votes only. It was initiated by the 
Sequoia Citizens’ Council, a group of over 70 
residents of this district whose only connection 
with the Sequoia Union High School District is 
as taxpayers and parents, who spent months 
in studying the needs and resources of the Dis- 
trict. The bond proposal would have empower- 
ed the Board of Truseees to issue $6,250,000 in 
bonds to (a) construct a 2000 capacity school at 
Alameda de las Pulgas and Woodside road, (b) 
construct a 2000 capacity school in East Palo 
Alto, (c) purchase a site for the East Palo Alto 
school and (d) purchase a site for a sixth high 
school. This proposal would have met the needs 
of the district for a 4-year period—to 1959. 

The February, 1954, proposal would have cost 
$1640 per student. The second proposal, on the 
basis of economies suggested by the Sequoia 
Citizens’ Council with advice from qualified ex- 
perts, would have cost $1500 per pupil. (Carl- 
mont, incidentally, cost $2500 per pupil.) 

2. Two-thirds of the architects’ fee is for pre- 
liminary and working drawings detailed enough 
to put the project out to bid. Without bond funds 
bids, it would be impossible for a school board 
to pay these fees or the cost of advertising 
to secure such architectural service. No contrac- 
tor would undertake to prepare detailed esti- 
mates and bid on a school for which financing 
was not already assured, either by bond or tax 
monies. Furthermore, no contractor could make 
a guaranteed bid on a building which might not 
be built for several years on the gamble that 
bonds might voted at some future date. Contrac- 
tors base their bids on current labor and mater- 
ials markets; they cannot afford to assume that 
prices will remain the same in the future. Their 
bids are based on a careful totaling of all 
materials needed for a specific project plus their 
estimates of the labor required to build the 
structure. Bidding on a project as large as a 
high school is expensive; there must be assur- 
ance that the school will be built. 

Preliminary site use plans have been drawn 
for the proposed school at Alameda de las Pul- 
gas and Woodside road and have been pre- 
sented at several Board of Trustees’ meetings 
for the benefit of those taxpayers who were 
interested enough to attend such public meet- 
ings. The type of construction proposed makes 
full use of the economies possible from standard- 
ization of doors, windows, and other units, and 
in addition effects considerable economies by 
construction of standard units of two classrooms 
back to back—the “cluster plan”—which saves

in labor, material, site utilization and utility 
runs. 

On March 1, the high school bond proposal 
of December 7 will be resubmitted to the voters. 
It is predicated on months of serious study by 
the Citizens’ Council and attempts every prac- 
tical economy. The proposal is based on a spe- 
cific budget and the Board of Trustees have, by 
resolution in public meeting and published in 
the papers, committed themselves to the ex- 
penditure of bond monies, if approved by the 
voters, according to their published plans of: 
no more than $3,024,000 for each 2,000 capacity 
school; plus the purchase of the most economical 
sites possible.

‘Congratulations on your recent editorial 

urging all citizens of Menlo Park and Palo Alto 
to get behind the proposed legislation to bring 
Willow road into the State Highway system. 

As a property owner in the Linfield Oaks 
Subdivision, and a member of the Linfield Oaks 
Home Owners’ Association, I am very interested 
in having the proposed route of Willow road 
extension follow San Francisquito Creek, there- 
by diverting heavy shopping and commercial 
traffic from a new residential development. 

In my opinion, the assignment of top priority 
by the Menlo Pary Planning Commission to the 
Willow underpass at Cambridge is not in the 
best long range interests of all citizens of Menlo 
Park. 

My belief is that there are at least two other 
planning problems that should be given top 
priority. These are: 

1. Continuous efforts to place the Willow 
Willow extension into the State Highway 
system and to work out a route along the 
creek. 

2. A detailed master plan for the Stanford 
Village area. The traffic potential when 
this land is fully developed as a commu- 
nity center, and _ business-professional 
area, is so great as to dwarf the importance 
of the underpass now being given top 
priority. I am convinced that a detailed 
study will show that the North-South ex- 
tension of Alma Street, with a grade sep- 
aration across the railroad at Ravenswood 
and/or at Middle Avenue will best serve 
the long range needs for traffic circula- 
tion in our city. 

First things should come first. Stanford 
Village is the key to Menlo Park becoming one 
of the finest cities of its size. Now is the time 
to tackle the big planning problems, and the 
little ones will take care of themselves.
